“Much has been said about the negro 
schools in Newbern. When I came I found 
them there established by Mr. Colyer. He 
came to me and asked my opinion. I gave 
it to him, and told him that I thought it 
was injudicious at this time; that it would 
look as though I intended to disregard the 
laws of the State, whieh would destroy all 
my influence, and make me a very unwel- 
come visitor to the people of North Caro- 
lina. I treated the gentleman kindly, made 
no threats to him, nor did I give him any 
advice or instructions. I have been mis- 
represented in this whole matter, which has 
unnecesssarily engendered a bad feeling. 

“I come with the olive branch, and stand, 
for the time being, between you and the 
powerful armies of the Republic, whose on- 
ward march will sweep you under, and 
necessarily destroy your institutions 'when 
brought in contact with opposing forces. 
Soon it will be too late for you to accept of 
my honorable terms. Then events must be 
left to the harsh and cruel necessities of the 
justice which is vindicated by the sword.

On the 27th June, 1861, 1 published in the 
same paper an article to show that there 
can be no such thing as the right of revolu- 
tion, unless revolution he m itself right; that 
secession was neither right upon the prin- 
ciples of the Constitution, nor upon any 
sound principles of revolution, and that the 
position so often assumed that when any 
given number of States resolve upon revo- 
lution, they necessarily have the right to 
revolutionize by reason of an assumed ex- 
clusive right to determine for themselves 
the grounds of revolution, is wholly unten- 
able. For the right of revolution is a moral 
question, and whether revolution, in any 
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Union. For in so doing, they certainly 
exact from the slave States an involuntary 
contribution of money for a partial destruc- 
tion of au institution in which those States 
are vitally interested — and thus, by an act of 
sectional arbitrary power, compel those 
States to hurl a blow at one of their most 
cherished institutions, if not the most cher- 
ished of all their institutions. I am utterly 
opposed to a spirit of encroachment upon 
the rights of either States or individuals. 

1 have always thought that in attempting 
to divide this Union, a most stupendous, 
frightful, and awful blunder was com- 
mitted by the cotton States against their 
own peculiar interests as well as again tt 
the welfare of the whole United States.

Since the publication of those articles, 
certain doctrines have been avowed by the 
present Administration, and its especial 
adherents, snd certain acts have been done, 
snd certain ominous tendencies have been 
manifested, which, candor compels me to 
admit, I have not been able to approve. In 
the spirit of constitutional freedom (without 
which our institutions would be of no 
value), 1 have expressed, in very emphatic 
terms, my dissent from some of the opin- 
ions, acta and tendencies of the present 
Administration. This was not because I 
do not love my country, and do not wish, as 
the paramount object of political desire, to 
preserve the Union; but it is just because I 
do love my country, and do earnestly wish 
that the Constitution may be preserved at it 
it, and the Union maintained at it was.

In a word, eaehGovern-

respectively; but yet it takes both Govern- 
ments to fill completely the idea of a per- 
fect, theoretical, and practical govern- 
mental sovereignty. In the working of this 
complex machinery, it was no more de- 
signed that the Federal Government should 
abolish a State Government, or interfere 
with State institutions, than that a State 
Government should throw off the Federal 
Government, or interfere with Federal in- 
stitutions. 

It was naturally expected, however, that 
in practice an occasional conflict of juris- 
diction would occur, and accordingly pro- 
vision has been made in the Federal Con- 
stitution for just such an emergency. For 
it is therein provided that “the judicial 
power shall extend to all cases in law and 
equity arising under ihit Constitution, the laws 
of the United States , and treaties made or which 
shall be made under their authority." “The ju- 
dicial power of the United States shall be 
vested in one Supreme Court, and in such 
inferior courts as the Congress may, from 
time to time, establish.’’ “Thii Constitu- 
tion and the laws of the United States, 
WHICH SHALL BE HADE IS PCRUCASCE THERE- 
OF, and all treaties made or which shall be 
made under the authority of the United 
States, shall be the supremo law of the 
land, &c., &c. From these citations it is 
evident that, whilst statutos passed by Con- 
gress — not in pursuance of tU Constitution — 
are not valid laws, yet, in the very nature 
of the case, there must needs be some com- 
mon arbiter to decide questions «f conflict, 
and the decisions of the Federal Courts, when 
pronounced in reference to the boundary 
lines of Federal and State authority should, 
in my opinion, be respected and obeyed. 

I am, and have always been, a cordial 
Union man, and 1 am especially opposed to 
the secession of Kentucky, or any attempt 
at secession by Kentucky, from the Union. 
And I sincerely and earnestly desire that 
the rebellion may speedily cease of its own 
accord, or else be put down by the strong 
arm of lawful authority. 

A vast majority of the American people 
are resolved that, come what may, the 
“land, of which the Constitution declares 
itself to be the supreme law, shall not be 
divided — that not one acre of it shall be 
surrendered to another power — that one and 
all the people of the United States have an 
interest in the whole “land,” in Louisiana, 
Texas and Florida — in all the Southern 
States — in the great inland sea — the father 
of waters and its mouth — and in the Gulf of 
Mexico— and that two competing and inde- 
pendent Governments shall not be con- 
structed or tolerated upon the “land” of 
which the Constitution proclaims, upon its 
own face, that it is the supreme law. 

Now, these are my sentiments, “ingenu- 
ously and “ explicitly ” expressed; and I am 
not aware that they contain anything 
treasonable or disloyal. I know that no 
treason or disloyalty is intended, and I 
know that I am loyal in conduct and heart. 
It is true that my sentiments may be wrong, 
and it is very certain that they will not 
please everybody. It is. indeed, likely that 
they will offend both extremes of public 
opinion. But they are, nevertheless, my 
sentiments, and I shall be happy if they 
will suit the great conservative heart of the 
country.

THE RED RIVER SETTLEMENT -A- CALL FOR 
ANNEXATION TO THE UNITED STATES-THE 
REASONS FOR. SUCH A STEP. 

The Nor wester, of May 28, published at 
itej River settlement, contains a spirited 
article upon the subject of annexation to 
tho United States. It says that Great 
Britain shows perfect indifference to the 
settlement, and it enjoys none of the com- 
mercial or governmental advantages it has 
a right to expect; and, on the other hand, 
American influences of every kind are 
operating upon it. In support of the posi- 
tion taken, the Nor’ wester says; 

“Mark the following facts: ‘‘(l.) Wehaveno 
postal communication with any part of the 
civilized world, except through the United 
States. For two or three years previous to 
1860, the Canadian Government maintained 
a monthly mail to and from this settlement 
via Fort William, on Lake Superior. This 
was a step in the right direction, though the 
arrangement was very unsatisfactorily 
carried out. But, irregular as were the 
mails, we had aright to expect that they 
would continue, and gradually, through ex- 
perience of the route, would work better. 
The Canadian Government has, however, 
discontinued this small boon, and we are at 
this moment entirely dependent on the favor 
of the American Government for our means 
of communicating with the world. They 
have, at great expense, established a fort- 
nightly mail to our frontier — sixty miles 
from this settlement — almost entirely for 
our own benefit. Does this fact not present 
the British Government to our view at a 
disadvantage? (2.) If we except the round- 
about, slow, and very uncertain route 
through the Arctic straits of Hudson * Bay, 
it is only through or from the United 
Stales that we can import goods — by an 
American route alone can we export furs, 
skins, cattle, or anything else I Is this fa- 
vorable to loyalty? An importer from Bri-

As a bond of Union, I prefer the Consti- 
tution of the United States to a party plat- 
form, and, for an exposition of its mean- 
ing, I prefer the decisions of the Supreme 
Court to the opinions and acts of any sec- 
tional political party whatever, whether 
Northern or Southern. 

It has occurred to me, however, that the 
best way to preserve the Union is for the 
Government to execute tho powers delegated 
to it, and not to infringe upon the powers 
reserved by the Constitution to the States 
respectively or to the people, and for each 
State to attend to its own business and to let its 
neighbors’ alone. 

Holding the Constitution as the sole rule 
of faith, I am equally opposed to Secession- 
ism and to every aspect and phase of Abo. 
litionisra. 

Knowing the Constitution to be the “su- 
preme law’ and the “public safety, ’ the “ su- 
premo lex" and the li salus popult — the latter 
because the former— I do not believe that the 
President. of the United States has power to 
suspend the privilege of the writ of habeas 
corpus , or to imprison a citizen (outside of 
the land and naval forces) upon his bare 
suspicion, and without warrant based upon 
probable cause, and supported by oath or 
affirmation, gr that he or his Generals can 
lawfully proclaim martial law upon their 
mere arbitrary judgment of what they may 
choose to call State necessity. 

It has seemed to me that, however suc- 
cessfully a military commander may, in 
times of extreme public peril, throw himself 
upon his country to excuse him for disregard- 
ing the writ of habeas corpus — that great 
privilege of a freeman — or for making 
proclamation of martial law, it should never 
be*taught as a legal principle that the Pres- 
ident of the United States, an executive 
officer of limited power, has a right, either 
as commander-in-chief of the army and ntva 
or in any other capacity, to suspend the priv- 
ilege of the great writ, or that he can, at his 
option, as a matter of law, authorize a proc- 
lamation of what is denominated martial 
law, but what, in reality, is no law at all. 
If the doing of these things be indispensa- 
ble to the life of the Government, let them 
be excused as a necessity, but never justi- 
fied as American Constitutional law. 

I believe that, although Congress may 
suspend the privilege of the writ of habeas 
corpus, when in cases of rebellion or invasion 
the public safety may require it, the Presi- 
dent can never do it, aud that both Congress 
and the President combined cannot lawfully 
dispense with an original judicial constitu- 
tional warrant of arrest. 

I believe that the Constitution guarantees 
(certainly to an extent not incompatible 
with the life of the government! freedom of 
speech, and of the press, and tne necessity

Stt* We clip the following particulars of 
the fight at Henderson. Ky., from the Cin- 
cinnati Gazette of to-day: 

Night before last at 11 o clock, an attack 
was made on the Provost Guard, about one 
hundred strong, at Henderson, Ky. Ther 
were lately stationed there by Gen. Boyle. 

The eause assigned for the assault is, that 
the guard arrested several prominent citi- 
zens, who were said to be abetting the rebels 
and assisting in the guerrilla warfare in 
that and the adjoining counties. 

The Federal* occupied as a camp tho Na- 
tional House, and were fired into on all 
sides, the assailants being secreted behind 
a board fence and the corners of houses near 
by. The firing lasted an hour and a half 
when the rebels skedaddled. 

Capt. Daly, Lieut. Daly and several others 
were wounded. Lieut.' Ty lor was kilted, 
and his body is on the way to Cleveland 
for interment. It is not known how many 

the Secesh were killed and wounded, hut 
it is thought a gcou many were carried (Hi 
the 9cene of action in their retreat, so as to 
leave no clue as to the assassins The plot 
was laid beforehand, as one of the church 
bells rang jnst at eleven, when the attack 
was made, and again sounded at half-past 
twelve, which was the order for a retreat. 

Our forces were re-enforced by thirty men 
from the hospital, making our side about 
one hundred and thirty. The strength of 
the enemy is not known, but it is supposed 
te have been five hundred. To-night one 
hundred convalescents from the hospitals 
have left, to re-enforce our side.

From North Carolina. 

ABLE MPERI'H BY UOV. STANLY, AT WASH 
INOTON, TO DELEGATES REPRESENTING 
SEVENTEEN COUNTIES. 

On the 17th ult., Governor Stanly spoke 
at Washington, N. C., at a Union meeting in 
which seventeen counties were represented. 
The speech was also heard by a lacge num- 
ber of soldiers, and the Newbern Progress 
■ays that by the army and by North 
Carolinians it was received with great satis- 
faction. Governor Stanly began by a 
reference to the circumstances under which 
he appeared before his old friends. He said 
that, while he had no intention to talk 
politics, he had foreseen the troubles whieh 
have come upon the country, and conse- 
quently he had, in I860, supported Bell and 
Everett. He remarked that North Carolina 
was in the full enjoyment of the “peaceable 
glories of secession,” and that its people 
could ascertain how much preferable their 
condition now was to what it had been. He 
charged the origin of the war upon the 
South, and vindicated Mr. Lincoln for nt 
one* meeting the danger by his proclama- 
tion calling for troops. Had the President 
done otherwise, he would have deserved the 
doom of a traitor. Gov. Stanly reviewed 
the promises made by the secessionists, and 
showed how facta had falsified all their pre- 
dictions. He said that the government had 
treated rebel prisoners kindly, while the 
rebels had perpetrated barbarities upon 
those who had fallen into their hands. On 
the slavery question the Governor dwelt nt 
some length. We quote » few sentences ; j 

“You say your slaves are all te be eman- 
cipated. What course has the Federal gov- 
ernment pursued, thus far in regard to your 
slaves? When Fremont, Hunter and Phelps 
issued their proclamations of emancipation, 
did not the President revoke them all? Haa

I have not believed that either the General 
Government or the Government of Kentucky 
has any power to pass a general legislative 
act of .confiscation of the absolute property 
of reltels — including real estate, slaves, and 
personalty — or that either can confer such 
power, upon the courts 

Upon this point it is easy to deduce from 
the Conatitution an argument that is abso- 
lutely irrefragable and conclusive, to the 
effect that a forfeiture of estate cannot ex- 
tend beyond the life of the person attainted. 

“Treason against the United States,” says 
the Constitution, “shall consist only in levy- 
ing war against them, or in adhering to their 
enemies, giving them aid and comfort. ’ 
“The Congress shall have poWer to de- 
clare the punishment of treason, but no at- 
tainder of treason shall work corruption of 
blood, or torfeiture, except during the 
life of the person attainted.” 

“No person shall be convicted of treason, 
unless on the testimony of two witnesses to 
the some overt act, or on confession in open 
court.’ 

“No bill of attainder shall be passed.' ' 
Now, a direct legislative act of confisca- 
tion is in the nature of a bill of attainder, 
and n bill of attainder is expressly prohib- 
ited by the Constitution. 

And, although there may be • judicial at- 
tainder of treason, it iselearly provided in 
the eon8tU.qJ.ion that xo attainder of treaaon 
ahull work corruption of blood, or forfeit- 
ure of estate except during the life or 
the feesom attained; and not even then, 
naltrr the treason has been proven by the 
testimony of two witnesses or confessed in 
open court, — and ban boon established upon

The limitation of 750,000 men was strick- 
en out. 

An amendment was adopted appropria- 
ting $2,000,000 for the comfort of sick and 
wounded soldiets, and for forwarding them 
to their homes. 

An amendment was adopted that all aid- 
de-camps appointed sinoe August, 1861, be 
referred to the Senate for confirmation. 

An amendment wa9 adopted providing 
$6,000,000 for the collection, drilling and 
organizing of volunteers. After further 
discuaaion the bill passed. 

The resolution relative to certain grants 
of land to Michigan for railroad purposes 
was passed. 

Mr. Wilkinson offered the following. 

Resolved, That the President inform the 
Senate, if not incompntihle with the public 
interest, whether Chas. C. Fulton, one of the 
editors of the Baltimore American newspa- 
per, has been arrested and confined in 
prison, and if so, upon what charges and 
for what reason, and whether any charges 
have been preferred against him, and if so, 
what are these chargee, and by whom pre- 
ferred, and on what evidence they are 
based. Laid over. 

After the executive session, the Senate 

adjourned. 

HOUSE. 

The House went into Committee of the 
Whole on the tariff bill. 

Among the amendments adopted were the 
following; Subjecting Pennsylvania cigars 
and cigarettes to the same duty as that im- 
posed on cigars: making only castor seeds 
and beans 50 cents per bushel; making the 
duty on all sugar above No. 12 and not 
above 15, duties standard in color, 3 cents 

J er pound, and all above No. 15 not stove- 
ried and not above No. 20, duties standard 
in color, 4 cents per pound. All importers 
at home or abroad are requested to have 
their invoices authenticated; and it is pro- 
vided that the bill shall take effect on the 
1st of August. 

The committee here rose, when all the 
amendments were concurred in without a 
division, excepting that one offered by Mr. 
Ward, of New York, that goods, wares and 
merchandise actually on shipboard and 
bound for the United States, and all those 
on bonded warehouses or public stores on 
the first of August next, shall not be sub- 
ject to the duties imposed by this act. The 
amendment was lost — yeas 54, nays 54. 

The bill was then passed. 

The bill enlarging canal locks was taken 
up and tabled by a majority of two. A mo- 
tion to reconsider was entered. 

The bill appointing a commission to ex- 
amine claims of loyal citizens for property 
destroyed by troops was postponed until the

ica. Se far all is right. How is this loy- 
alty to be ascertained? This is certainly au 
important question, which is now before 
the mind of every trustee and every friend 
of the city schools, and most be determined 
belore the board can makea single appoint- 
ment. 

The tnwtees must examine fully the lite- 
rary, scientific and moralcharactcrof every 
teacher applying for a place in the schools. 
They employ none without this examination. 
And mark you, (he simple profession on the 
part of the applicant, of qualification, is 
never deemed sufficient. Introductions 
from reliable persons, endorsement of char- 
acter and personal examinations are all re- 
quired before the trustees decide upon the 
application. So I think it will be in regard 
to loyalty. Disinterested and responsible 
persons of known integrity should certify 
to the loyalty of the applicant, and then the 
personal test should be resorted to, viz: The 
oath of allegiance. I cannot imagine how 
the board can decide upon the loyalty or 
disloyalty of a teacher without this tsst. 
The oath is not sufficient of itself* for, as it 
has been said, a traitor at heart might take 
it and impose upon the board. Bat the 
oath, accompanied by proper testimonials, 
exhausts the evidence in such cases, and 
leaves the tribunal justified for its fidel- 
ity in the performance of the important and 
delicate trust confided to it. At the next 
meeting of the board, F presume there can 
h little, if any, difference in regard to the 
modus of ascertaining the loyalty of appli- 
cants. # 

In my former paper I think it was clearly 
shown that in these times of trial and peril 
there ought to be sleepless vigilance in the 
management of the public schools. The 
trustees are the lawfully constituted guar- 
dians both of the finances, franchises and 
pupils in the city.

Memphis, June 28. 

The ram Dick Fulton has just arrived 
from Vicksburg, and reports that the ram 
fleet reached a point two miles above Vicka- 
burg on Monday, the 23d. 

The Monarch went within sight of Vicks- 
burg, and Lieut. Col. Ellett sent four men 
across the neck of land opposite Vicksburg, 
to communicate with Farragut’s fleet be- 
low. They soon met five hundred rebel 
scouts, and came near being captured, but 
escaped and succeeded in reaching Farra- 
gut’s fleet, and havebrought back dispatches 
from Commodore Farragut. Farragnt 
talked of cutting a canal through the neck 
opposite Vicksburg, and so opening com- 
munication by boat. 

A guard of seventy marines was sent 
back with the four men who went down. 

A deserter from Vicksburg, whom they 
picked up, said that there were only 13 guns 
mounted at Vicksburg; but it was thought 
he was mistaken, as he said he had not 
been inside the battery, and only spoke 
from rumor. The impression in the fleet is 
that there were about lllO guns at Vicks- 
burg, and the rebels were prepared for a 
hard contest before they would surrender. 

Commodore Farragut burned Grand Gulf 
on fhe 24th ult. 

The Fuller left Vicksburg on the 26th ult.; 
met the Switzerland going down. 

Capt. Cadman, of the Dick Fulton, also 
heard from other deserters that the rebels 
had ten small rams up the Yazoo river. 
Also (hat their great ram Mallory, built at 
Memphis, was up the Yazoo, hard aground. 

On the way up, the Fulton met hundreds 
of skiffs with persons going down to join 
our ram fleet. 

Above Vicksburg smouldering camp fires 
were discovered one morning, in Yellow 
Bend, as though some force of the enemy

On motion of Mr. Willey, the bill for the 
admiaeion of Western Virginia as a SUte 
was taken up, the question being on the 
amendment of Mr. Sumner, that after the 
4th of July, 1868, within the limits of said 
SUte of Western Virginia there shall be 
neither slavery nor involuntary servitude 
otherwise than for the punishment of crime, 
whereof the party shall be duly convicted.
